ASHINGTON, May 

—The rubber division 
of the Department of Com- 
merce today made public final 
figures showing the stock of 
casings, inner tubes and solid 
and cushion tires held by 
dealers throughout the coun- 
try reporting April 1 last as 
compared with the same date 
of 1928. 

The final average number of cas- 
ings per dealer is 94, an increase 
of four over the average in the pre- 
liminary report published by Auto- 
motive Daily News April 16 last, 
which placed the average at 90 
This represents an increase of 16 
per cent. over last year. 

As compared with April 1, 1928, 
the average stocks of casings in- 
creased from 81 to 94; balloons 
from 45 te 69; imner tubes from 
123 to 143, and solid and cushion 
tires from. 27 to 35. A total of 
30,974 dealers reported on April 
1, 1928, as compared with 25,245 
this year. 

The percentage of dealers stock- 
ing less than 10 casings has de- 
clined sharply, but the percentage 
of dealers reporting stocks of more 
than 100 casings was shown to have 
increased materially 

To some degree, it is pointed out, 
this is the result of co-operation in 
this survey for the first time by the 
National Tire Dealers’ Association, 
its membership consisting of the 
more important dealers, naturally 
causing an increased number of re- 
ports from dealers having larger 
than average stocks

| NEBRASKA DRIVERS’ 
LICENSE LAW GOES 
INTO EFFECT SEPT. 1 


LINCOLN, Neb., May 22.—Driv- 
ers licenses will be in order for the 
motorists of Nebraska after Sep- 
tember 1, it is announced by the 
motor vehicle registration bureau, 
under the law passed by the last 
Legislature. 

The issuance of these licenses will 
be handled by the county treasurers. 
The forms will be made out in tripli- 
cate, one for the driver, one for the 
county files, and the other for state 
bureau files. A charge of 75 cents 
will be made for the license and 25 
cents for a renewal in case of loss. 

Through a section of the new 
law any person found operating a 
motor vehicle without a license 
will be subject to a fine not ex- 
ceeding $100 or by imprisonment 
in the county jail for not more 
than three months, or both. En- 
forcement of the law will be in the 
hands of city and county police. 

State Engineer Cochran said that 
1,500,000 of the permits would be 
printed and that the expected rev- 
nue for the first year is estimated at 
$750,000.

N interesting deviation from 
common practice is found in 
the transmission of the speedster 
model of the 1929 Essex line, just 
introduced. Since this model has 
a somewhat lower weight and con- 
siderably less head resistance than 
standard closed models, for which 
the regular Essex gearset is de- 
signed, the Hudson Motor Car 
Company, according to the en- 
gineers, has provided a _ higher 
top-speed with relatively lower 
engine revolutions per mile. 

The customary way to achieve this 
end is to provide a lower axle gear 
ratio. While in the Essex speedster 
the final reduction has been dropped 
from 5.6 to 5.09, it was felt that the 
top-gear reduction could be de- 
creased even further, and with this 
end in view a three-speed gearset 
was developed in which an over- 
drive is substituted for the usual in- 
termediate set of gears. 

In the production of this new 
gear set all of the parts of the 
standard gearset are used, with 
the exception of the constant mesh 
gears (the countershaft unit of 
which includes the second speed 
drive gear) and the gear unit on 
the main shaft composed of the 
direct drive and  second-sped 
driven gear. For these gears have 
been substituted others of an in- 
verse ratio. With this design the 
countershaft gears have a higher 
relative speed than the mainshaft. 

The gear normally used _ for 
second-speed drive on the counter- 
shaft is also larger than its mating 
gear on the main shaft. so that a 
still higher main shaft speed is ob- 
tained, the ratio in this speed being 
0.7796 to 1.

Permits to Buses | 
On Parallel Lines

RENTON, N. J., May 22.—Ap- 
plication of four transporta- 
tion bus companies for approval 
of municipal consents to operate 
more than thirty-five automobile 
buses in south Jersey have been 
granted by the Board of Public 

Utility Commissioners. 

The companies involved are the 
Shore Service, Inc., to operate ten 
buses between Blackwood Terrace, 
Camden and Philadelphia; Bar- 
rington-Philadelphia Bus Company, 
twenty buses between Barrington, 
Camden and Philadelphia; the Pub- 
lic Service Co-ordinated Transport, 
four buses between Millville and 
Vineland; Atlantic City & Shore 
Railroad Company, several buses be- 
tween Ocean City and 9tlantic City. 

Application to operate buses to 
stop at intermediate points be- 
tween Camden and Atlantic City 
was made by the Pennsylvania 
General Transit Company to the 
commission. 

The bus company, a subsidiary of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, in its 
application intimates that the buses 
are planned to supplement the West 
Jersey and Seashore Railroad serv- 


_ The right to operate such bus 
lines, the company contends, 
should be reserved to the rail- 
roads, which have for many years 
furnished train service. The com- 
pany is now opposing several pro- 
posed non-railroad bus enter- 
prises. 

Four reasons for wishing to op- 
erate buses on the White Horse Pike 
are given in the application. They 
are:— 

The necessity for sustaining the 
earnings and credit of the railroad, 
which remains a fundamental es-| 
sential to the state and its com-| 
munities; hence, where the public 
demands bus service over a route 
already served by the railroad the 
latter should be given the first op-| 
portunity to provide that service. 

The undesirability of needlessly 
increasing the number of vehicles 
moving over dense traffic routes by} 
unnecessarily multiplying the bus 
lines 

The advantage to bus passengers | 
of having the use of railroad sta- 
tions, and the convenience of pur-| 
chasing bus tickets from railroad 
ticket agents. 

The further advantage of com- 
plete co-ordination of bus and train | 
schedules, a possibility only under | 
joint management of these two 
ypes of carriers.

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Essay « on Lifting Up a Man’s Chin 


Twenty years ago many of you Factory Owners 
walked through your own factories with a body- 
guard.
